Many Elbians will regret to 
learn of the death of Hon, A, R 
Powell, prominent lawyer and cit- 
izen of Andalusia, which occurred 
at his home on Saturday, June 22 
He had been in ill health for two 
or three years. 

Mr, Powell was one of the 
founders of The Clipper and to- 
gether with the late Maleom S., 
Carmichael edited and operated 
the paper for a number of years, 
That was forty-three years ago, 
the paper having been established 
on June 17, 1897, In time, Mr 
Powell sold his interest to Mr 
Carmichael and returned to his 
native home, Andalusia, where he 
engaged in law practice and other 
pursuits, 

The present editor and owner 
of The Clipper started his news- 
paper career under the Powell and 
Carmichael partnership, serving 
our apprenticeship as “office devil" 
under them, Our connection con- 
tinued after Mr, Powell's with- 
Grawal from the paper, but his 
friendship and advice were guid- 
ing influences in our early busi- 
ness ventures, Our heart was 
made sad Monday when we read 
of his passing (we were away all 
last week and did not know of his 
death), and extend sympathy to 
the members of his family. 

Joe Jones, editor of The Coy- 
ington News, paid this tribute to 
Mr. Powell last week: 

“Truly one of the landmarks of 
Andalusia is gone in the passing 
of A. R. Powell, one of Alabama's 
most gifted and brilliant lawyers 
Although a stroke left him almost 
helpless a few years ago, he nev- 
ertheless carried on and even dur- 
ing his illness he was an inspira- 
tion, In his active life he was a 
vital force, 

“*Ab' Powell was a close friend 
of our father, the late ‘Dick’ Jones, 
and we have always looked upon 
him as a sort of second father, 
When quite young we would ask 
him for a nickel as quick as we

We 
raise a howl when compulsory mil- 
itary training is mentioned, We 
want the strongest fighting forces 
in the world but we don’t want to 
sacrifice anything else to get them, 
A small thing, but German women 
gave up cosmetics years back, 

This easy-going softness of the 
American people must be purged 
if we want to avoid the fate ot 
France, and the other defeated 
European nations,

The “Wifth Column” is made up

JOB TEMPTED TO DOUBT 
GOD'S GOODNESS 


LESSON TEXT—Job 2;1-13, 

GOLDEN TEXT—In all this Job sinned 
not, nor charged God foolishly.—Job 
1:22, 


Poetry has in all ages been the 
language of the soul, Feelings be- 
yond the reach of the choicest prose 
seem to pour forth unhindered 
through the poetic channel. That Is 
one reason why Christian people find 
such a response in their own souls 
as they read the magnificent poetry 
of the Bible. For the next three 
months we are to be privileged to 
carry on a study of the poets of the 
Bible. None of us should miss a 
single lesson, 

The book of Job deals with and 
solves the fundamental problem, 
‘What is the meaning of the suffer- 
ing of the righteous?’’ Our first les- 
son presents Satan as the great ad- 
versary and accuser of man, and 
reveals that man may successfully 
resist him by faith in God. 


I, Satanic Accusation (vv, 1-5). 


The lesson opens with a scene in 
heaven, where the angelic beings 
present themselves to give an ac- 
count of their activities, Satan, too, 
{s there as the adversary and accus- 
er of men's souls. He had already, 
by God's permission and as a test 
of Job's faith, destroyed all of Job's 
property and taken from him his 
family (see Job 1:14-19), but he had 
not destroyed Job's trust in God 
(1;21). 

Now Satan had a new charge; 
namely, that Job could bear the loss 
of his children and his riches, but if 
God would permit his own body to 
be afflicted, he would deny God. It 
is the familiar refuge of those who 
would lie about the servants of God 
to say, ‘‘He is in it for what he gets 
out of it.” Those who use that lie 
do well to recognize the originator 
of their calumny; they are working 
with Satan when they thus hinder 
the Lord's work. 


Il, Spiritual Integrity (vv. 6-10). 


The trial of Job was most severe, 
for only his life was spared. His 
affliction was evidently not only that 
of boils on his skin (which would 
have been bad enough), but a sys- 
temic condition which made his 
whole body sick and made him so 
repulsive as to be unfit to live with 
other people (see Job 7:1-5, 14, 15; 
16:8; 19:17-20). 

Not only did he suffer physically 
within an inch of his life, but he was 
subjected to the mental and spiritual 
torture of having the one who should 
have stood by him—his wife—urge 
him to renounce his faith in God and 
die. Many who have borne excru- 
ciating physical pain have broken 
down under spiritual cruelty, but 
Job still maintained his integrity. 

Why God permitted him to suffer 
he did not yet understand, but he 
knew God and he was willing to take 
from His hand evil as well as good 


(v. 10) as long as His heavenly 
Father was in control. What a tes- 
timony! 


Ill. Sympathetic Friendship (vy. 
11-13). 

His wife and neighbors had aban- 
doned Job, and even the children of 
the street despised him (19:18), but 
he did have three friends, Thank 
God for friendship—not the fair 
weather kind, but the type that 
stands by in the hour of trouble. 
These friends apparently came from 
a distance (vy. 11, 12) and at some 
sacrifice of time, effort and money. 
Friendship that doesn’t cost any- 
thing usually doesn’t amount to 
anything. 

Note the intelligent and sympa- 
thetic manner in which they shared 
his sorrow. They were themselves 
sorrowful (vy, 12) and they sat with 
him, not saying a word. In the hour 
of deepest need words are futile 
and often only add to the sorrow, 
but how much it means in such an 
hour to have someone who will si- 
lently, and yet sympathetically, 
stand by. One could wish that his 
friends had continued as they began 
and not later have spoiled their 
comfort by many important sound- 
ing but foolish words which the Lord 
had to condemn in the serious words 
found in Job 42:7, 8. 

We shall see the answer to the 
question regarding suffering in our 
lesson for July 2! as being that man 
might be brought to really know God 
and to see himself in the light of 
God's holiness. Thus, by victory 
through testing, man proves to him- 
self and to his fellow men that God 
is worthy of our fullest confidence, 
that faith in Him will bring us 
through the deepest darkness and 
the severest trial.

Army in All Phases 


Maneuvers W ill Be Held in 


Texas and Louisiana, 


NEW ORLEANS.—Plans for the 
most extensive war games in the 
peacetime history of the nation are 
being worked out, 

A staff officer here is making ar- 
rangements for the first concentra- 
tion of the entire United States 
Thifd army of 67,000 men in a 
month-long series of maneuvers. 

The “battleground” already 
mapped {s a large area of west- 
central Louisiana and -*a smaller 
section of east Texas, the two sec- 
tions divided by the Snbine river. 
Adjt. Gen. Raymond H, Fleming of 
the Louisiana national guard, who 
has co-operated extensively with the 
war department in mapping the 
28,000,000 maneuvers, says land- 
owners of most of the area have 
agreed to permit use of their acre- 
age by the soldiers and equipment. 

The war department has ap- 
proved the plan, according to of- 
ficlals, and funds are available to 
carry out all phases of the project. 
While the series of maneuvers will 
last throughout May, Flemming says 
the most intensive ‘‘warfare’’ will 
be from May 13 to 25. 

Fleming is working with the com- 
manders of the army’s Fourth and 
Eighth Corps areas in planning the 
spectacle. Lt. Gen, Stanley D. Em- 
brick, with headquarters at Atlanta, 
{s in charge of the Fourth Corps 
area, and Maj. Gen. H. J. Brees, 
with headquarters at Fort Sam 
Houston, Texas, is commander of 
the Eighth corps. 

The Texas-Louisiana area was se- 
lected for the maneuvers because 
of its central location between the 
area headquarters and because it 
is sparsely populated and most of 
the territory is rolling hills with 
cutover timber, small creeks and 
good highway connections. 

“The maneuvers will bring into 
action every branch of the army’s 
combat force,"’ Fleming explains. 


Discover Tree Leaves 


Reveal Gold Deposits 


NEW YORK,.—A discovery that 
the leaves of trees, bushes and pine 
needles reveal that below them are 
deposits of gold and many other 
metals was described to the Ameri- 
can Institute of Mining and Metal- 
lurgical Engineers here. In tests 
during the last year the leaves have 
located gold, lead, zinc, manganese, 
vanadium, molybdenum, tungsten, 
tin, nickel, silver, and copper de- 
posits, 

The report was made by Hans 
Lundberg of Toronto, He said that 
the tree miner picks leaves trom 
trees, or bushes, about every 50 feet 
along a line. The leaves are taken 
from similar heights, and from the 
same species. 

Next the leaves are burned, in 
front of a spectroscope, the astron- 
omer’s instrument for analyzing 
light. The instrument reveals even 
the slightest traces of metals or 
minerals in the burning leaves, and 
gives their concentration,

LONDON.—Michael O'Leary, fa- 
mous Victoria Cross veteran of the 
World war, is sitting on top of the 
world, 

For he is again wearing the uni- 
form of a British officer. He {s Cap- 
tain O'Leary now and commandant 
of an important military camp. 

He was a lance corporal when he 
won the V. C, in 1915 for capturing 
single-handed ar German machine- 
gun position. 

Since then life has not been too 
kind. He took his family to Canada, 
tried seven jobs in five years and 
then came home again. For the 
last seven years he has been a car- 
riage attendant at the Mayfair ho- 
tel, an impressive figure in gold- 
braided top hat and a be-medaled 
pale blue frock coat,

more than 15 feet, had been found 
in the ruins, which cover approx- 
imately 40 acres, 

The discovery was made in Huila 
department, where an old Indian 
city was unearthed some time ago 
near San Augustin.

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Alabama Roads Would Play 
Important Role During War

Three hundred miles of Ala- 


bama’s 900 miles of national defense roads are substandard for the 
needs of peace as well as the emergency demands of wartime, accord- 


ing to Washington sources,

WASHINGTON — In connection 
with national defense plans here, it 
has been revealed that more than 
900 miles of Alabama state high- 
ways are in the national defense 
network of roads which the War 
Department and the United States 
Public Roads Administration have 
mapped. These Alabama highways 
are on routes which, in the event 
of a war emergency, would be stra- 
tegic avenues for both troop move- 
ments and for the swift transporta- 
tion of munitions, 

Highway officials point out that 
in Alabama, as in other states, these 
roads which are vital to the national 
defense are the same highways 
which carry commercial and passen- 
ger traffic every day. The United 
States Public Roads Administration, 
according to a published statement 
by H. S. Fairbank, chief of the divi- 
sion of information of that agency, 
is investigating the condition of all 
the roads in the 80,000-mile network 
which the War Department has in- 
dicated are important to the nation- 
al defense. This is to determine 
where immediate improvements are 
needed as well as to appraise the 
adequacy of the defense routes as 
a whole, 

Some indication of the condition 
of specific routes in the national de- 
fense network in Alabama is con- 
tained in a tabulation made here in 
the offices of American Association 
of State Highway Officials. This 
tabulation shows that 500 miles of 
the main highways in Alabama are 
in urgent need of widening; 300 
miles should be rebuilt and 500 
miles require relocating. The Amer- 
ican Association report, which is 
compiled from figures furnished by 
various state highway departments, 
also tabulates 150 bridges in Ala- 
bama which require widening or 
rebuilding. The improvements, the 
report says, are urgently required 
to relieve traffic congestion and re- 
duce accidents. 

Some indication of what the final 
checkup on the defense routes all 
over the country will show is con- 


tained in a recent statement by a 
Public Roads Administration official 
“It seems safe to 
predict that much of the 80,000-mile 
system will require improvement.”

Tuscaloosa and Livingston to the 
Mississippi line; 

U. S. 43 from Thomasville in 
Clarke and Washington Counties to 
Mobile; 

State Road 5 from Browns on U, 
S. 60, south to Thomasville and 
thence to Mobile on U, S, 43; 

U. S. 78 from Birmingham east 
through Anniston to the Georgia 
line;

There are at least 11 gaps, total- 
ing about 304 miles, on these na- 
tional defense routes in Alabama 
which are surfaced with only low 
type pavement or gravel, and there 
is additional mileage which is in 
other ways below the standard re- 
quired for ordinary commercial 
traffic, 

Both the War Department and the 
Public Roads Administration have 
pointed out to highway officials in 
the state that generally roads which 
are adequate, safe and convenient 
for peacetime traffic needs can 
serve the emergency requirements 
of national defense, 

Particular attention is being 
given to the condition of highways 
feeding into areas where steel and 
other vital products are made and 
to roads giving access to military 
cantonments, arsenals and other 
points of military concentration. 

Light and narrow bridges, exces- 
sive grades, sharp curves and weak 
surfaces are the principal inade- 
quacies which would hamper the 
effective use of highways as nation- 
al defense routes, highway officials 


say. Many sections of the defense 
routes, they fear, would not hold 
up long under the 15-ton loading 
for which the War Department en- 
gineers say the national defense 
roads should be built, 

Among specific Alabama rodds on 
the national defense routes that are 
of first importance is U. S. Highway 
80, a main route between Ft. Ben- 


ning, Columbus, Ga., and Maxwell 
Field, at Montgomery. There are 
still some gravel sections on this 
route reported to be in a weakened 
and rough condition,

AUBURN, Ala.—Electric lights 
are fast taking the place of kero- 
sene lamps in rural Alabama, 

Figures compiled by Etna Mc- 
Gaugh, State home demonstration 
agent, reveal that approximately 
49,396 farms in the State are! 
now using electricity to make 
rural life more attractive, enjoy- 
able and comfortable. 

“This means that about 18 per 
cent of all Alabama farm home 
makers have the use of electricity 
in making home work more con- 
venient and efficient,” she says. 

“Farm women are finding that 
electricity lightens the burden- 
some tasks of home making. The 
all too frequent job of carrying 
water, cleaning lamps and so on 
is now done the electric way. 
This important labor saver in the 
farm home has released time for 
the farm woman to devote to bet- 
ter training of her children, self 
improvement and community serv- 
ice work,” 

Information from a number of 
reliable sources show that one 
kilowatt of electricity will furnish 
the farm home any one of the 
following: 

Furnish lights for a whole even- 
ing’s reading; pump all the water 
needed for the average family for 
two days; iron for two days; run 
the sewing machine for two months 
for the average family; preserve 
the family food for 15 hours; and 
does one large weekly wash,
